Long Hours, Low Wages for 
Unskilled Youth

NEW YORK.—Tho candy in- 
dustry will be an Important one 
for the mass working youth 
conference here. In candy 
shops of Now York City aijne 
are employed about 5(i,000 
workers of whom B5% are 
young worker!. 

The candy Industry ia divided lnf'» 
thresY aecllona. To the first one be 
lung a amall number of akilh'tl work- 
era. known as thi* "(Hiidy workers, " 
Tlielr wages are >.in to IDS a week. 
We most remember that It fnkea 
years to become an exiKTfnr.d 
candy maker to receive anrh a- wsge. 
Then comes Ihe helpers. In Ihe major 
ily young workers, who nuike on the 
average 116 to $22 a week. But to 
he A heli>er one must have from tv<i 
to four years experience. Tlio third 
section which Is the grest majorllv 
of (he workers In the trade and also 
the most exploited- aro tho women 
wnl young glrU employed ns dippers, 
wrappers, etc. This secilon of the 
candy workers are ent rely at the 
mercy of the bosses. They earn from 
IP to in a week. The conditions 
<inder whl< h they work are the msot 
horrible. The hours range from 54 to 
Oi> hours per w.-ek. Therefore we can 
see th;if the Youfli ('onforerico will 
have to tlioroly consider the problems 
of the young randy workers.

CAPPER-JOHNSON DICTATORSHIP BILL. 

The i)unk propaganda which is being spread In favor of the Cspper-John- 
srn ronscriptlnn bill will not fool the masses of young workers. The dastardly 
kept press lies that the aim of the hill is to "conscript capital and labor" in 
tho eVcniurellty of another war has already been blasted. The same holds 
thru for tho Junk. peddled by one high ofllclal of the navy department that it 
"will ptit rspltnl. lalK>r and all the nation’s resources on ths basis with man’s 
lives." 

llamford MsrNIdor. ossistant secretary of war, la a Pittsburgh addrees 
said, *‘Tho war dupartment does not want to toll the industry how to meet 
llin |)rol)loms nor does it contemplalo making plans fo)' oporatlon of the 
ronrrrns." This would sound too much like nationalliution and the big hour- 
gnolsin rannoV afford to have this happen even tho CooUdge "the silent actor’’ 
for lliu big business interests is at the head of tho government. 

Here wo get a gllmpso at tho real intent behind the Capper-Johnson bill. 
H alms in estat)Ilsli an Iron dirtatorship of the Wall Btrool government In 
Washington over tho heads of tho young workers who will be drafletl whole- 
sale as cannon fodder for the next imperialist war. As far as tho "capitar 
part of Ms conrerned. there will bo no drafting, but with the bosses' permis- 
sion, tho Koverntuoni will holp them regulate their Industries for war time 
needs; to increusn t'.olr output at the expense df the workers and "Incldently" 
to Increase tiielr profits. 

This hill opens tho eyes of the young workers, young farmers and stu- 
dents. U completely blasts tho bunk of "pure democracy In a peoples' gov. 
erumrnt." It eliows the Intonslve preparations under way to set up o dir- 
tatnrship of "Hliont Csl" the strikobreaker and the universal drafting of 
man power in tlio next war. Incldently it blasts the pacifist iiiuslons whiili 
nro attarhod to the part Id pat loo of tho United Rtates In ths Oensva dlgarm- 
ament eonforence.

The resolution adopted by tho Penn- 
sylvania Btato Krdoratlon of laibor convention in' Erie colll^iK upon the locals 
to orgiLhizo labor sports', groiips and to render all aid possible to the labor 
sports' movement is an example of what can be done in this regard. 


r. R, A. a league which, due to 
Us rnmroelUon and activities Is com- 
pletely separated from tho masses of 
American young workers as a sect 
and therefore does not comply with 
tho roq\ilremont» of a young work- 
ers’ mass orgunixatton In America. 
The majority of tlie members are for- 
eign l)orn, tho American youtii con- 
stituting only a small percentage, Cr,- 
70 per cetit of the members are also 
members of the party. Tho social 
eonjposltlon is exirentely had. Mem- 
he;-s from the large scale Industry 
form a small minority as against those 
from tho middle sized industry, of- 
fires and schools. The worse feature 
however, is that the league so far h-oa 
actually done very little youth work, 
has been mainly a dupllrato of the 
party. This was, for example, ex- 
pressed by the lost convention, 
which although It lasted for three 
d.Tys, dealt only with tho political line 
of tho party and the factional strug- 
gles- nnd paid no attention to youth 
qnesllon.s. If the longue persists In 
this course it will further decline and 
tho American yo\ing workers' movo- 
nient may develop outside of Its or- 
ganization and Influence. 

0 This situation must be radically 
ehftoged. The Y. W. L of A. can 
develop into a genuinely American 
League.

Resolved, that we instruct our 
delegate to the forthcoming conven- 
tion of tha A. F. of L. to present 
this resolution, to work, speak and 
lobby for Its passage, to commit 
the A. F. of L. to s policy opposing 
the C. M. T. C., and be It further 
Resolved, that the Incoming Cx- 
eoutive Committee of the State Fed- 
eration of Labor be Instructed to im- 
msdlatsly wage a etate wide agita- 
tion campaign against the Citizens 
Military Training Campa. 

Favors Labor Sports. 

Thp next very liupnri.Tni rrsolullnn 
that was adoptp<l, was also InlrrKliu •'(! 
by oao of thu young loft wing dolo 
gatos oQ the (tucsllou of sports which 
reads as follows; 

Whereas: Sports, athletics and 

physical culture organizatlone di- 
rectly or indirectly financed by the 
employers are detracting large num- 
ber! of young and adult workers 
from the labor viewpoint end are 
winning them over to their open 
shop Idtas, and 

Whereas, the conditions in the In- 
dustrles undermining the health of 
the workers make it necessary that 
the worker# participate In sports, 
physical culture and athletic rec- 
eatlonal .aollvltlea, therefore be it 
Resolved, that the convention of 
the Penneyivanie State Federation 
Of Labor calls upon all affiliated lo- 
cals and Central Labor Unions to 
eetabllah gymnastic, sporti and 
athlatio groups which favor aporte 
and phyalcal culture eeparate and 
apart from tha tinfluence and dom- 
ination of the employers, and be it 
further 

Resolved, that we urge our affil- 
iated msrriberahip, local unlona and 
Cantrai Labor CouncHa to take the 
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Initiative in this work, thru agita- 
tion, support, both morally end 
otherwice and the donation of the 
trade unions hallo, to these greupe. 
Agikin this gives to tha workers of 
this country and of Pennsylvania ipe- 
ciully an opportunity which has not 
presented itsolf before to the Labor 
movement, to make a break with the 
sports, athletic and physical culture 
organisations of the employers. 
Organise Youth Referred to Cxesutiva. 

In spite of the fact that the com- 
mitteo on resoluUone was the moat 
reactionary In any convention it had 
to admit In Its report on the organisa- 
tion of the youth resolution, that It 
was a very good resolution, but it 
claimed that it hpe no jurisdiction 
over the Initiatlpa feoa. But It did cot 
turn down tho ruaolutlon that r*'furred 
It to tbe aootnlnk Executive 'Jounctl 
of the Federation for action. This 
must bo brought on the floor of all 
local unions a'ud action must be de- 
mundcil on the resolution. In tills way 
it will be put into effect. It is very 
ioiporlant not only to the youth, but 
to tho workers in general that the 
contents of the resolution be put Into 
effect as far as possible In the labor 
movement. That Is the only way that 
the Executive Council will do any- 
thing on tho question of organising the 
unorganised youth. The resolutlofli 
rea<ls as follows r 

Wheresa, in the Industrlea of 
Pennsylvania young workara be- 
tween the sgee of 14 and 26 years 
form a large part on tha total work- 
ers amploysd, and 
Whersss, thsss young workers ara 
largsly, if not completely, unorgan- 
ized and In many cases are being 
used by the employers to supplant 
higher paid adult men, and aven to 
replace etrlkere fighting for higher 
wages and union conditions, and 
Whereas, In a large number of 
cases the high initiation fees and 
duel make It Imposalbla for ths low 
paid young workers to join a union, 
and 

Whereas, this large eaetlon of the 
working class would, If organized, 
strengthen the organized labor 
movement, therefore be It 

Resolved, that this convention of 
the Federation of Labor goes on 
record as being In favor of tpeolal 
efforts being nsade' to- reach thxss 
young workers and to bring them 
into the ranks of organized labor 
and that the following steps be 
taken by all affiliated sectiona of 
the State Federation — ^that wherevar 
the Initiation and dues are of 6 
prohibitive nature to the entrance 
of young workers Into our ranks, 
these ahall be lowered, that all aec- 
tlo.ne of the Federation launch ape- 
cial campaigns to recruit the young 
workers into the unions .and vo 
consolidate them together with the 
adult workers, that the Central La 
bor Unions be encouraged to call 
local conferenose of delsgatsa from 
affiliated unions to consider ways 
and means of organizing the young 
workers.

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Bad Yoiiih Conditiom Show Nood for Unionization 

(Cy Young V/ork^r CorrespondQnt) 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa. — It is oomotlmcs unbcilovci)lo that in 
this twentieth century, In this modern ‘’olvlilsevi” ©ra, when v/» 
are riding in ©iectric trains and fiy thru tho air in aoroplanos, 
with our modern devolopment In science and technique, that there | 
should be so many factoriea in this, tho richest country on tho 
face of the globe, where the condKions of labor are like those of 
the daye of the early 1^h century, during the very beginnings 
of capitalism. And one of theee factories is Oreuding Bros., at 
5th and Master 8te., Phila. 

■“— Youth Conditions Bad. 

What are the conditions of 
the young workers at this 
leather factory compared to the 
workers In the other trades who 
are organized? There are un- 
ions (like the funiei*8> who are 
now flghtlng for a 40-hour week 
while we are stiil working 55 
hours a, week. And instead of 
those long hours giving us high 
wages, on the contrary, we re- 
ceive wages that are miserable, 
lamentable, ranging from $12.00 
to $35.00 a week. In order to 
receive the $36.00 a week, you 
have to meekly slave for 20 
years, and kill yourself In order 
to get it. For instance: One 

worker who worked at this fac- 
tory for 18 years ookod for a 
raise because he could not sup- 
port his family on $23.00 a 
week. He was refused the raise, 
and was fordod to quit. This 
was the reward of 18 years hard 
service. 
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Youth Conference Been Ae Firet 
Btep 

(Young Worker Correspondent) 

NEW YORK CITY. — Tho 
youth conference is a gathering 
of young workers, where prob- 
lems confronting young work- 
ers will be discussed. What are 
the youth problems in the chan- 
dolior trade that tho youth con- 
ference will have to consider. 
Tho chandelier industry is divid- 
ed in various departments, such 
as polishers, platers, chandelier 
maKera, laquerors, solcierers, fit- 
ters, etc. In most shops the 
polishers' -department is located 
m the worst part of tho shop, 
without -windows and without 
v^sntiiators. All the dust coming 
off the polishing machines is 
breathed into tho lungs of the 
young workers. Working under 
such unsanitary oonditiono the 
workers contract all kinds of 
disoasos. 

Tbn platerti' .(loparltnent in &lmoBt 
always located DPar th« polinhern. 
The workers who do plntlnR hare to 
handle all kinds of corroding acids. 
The floors nrfl always wot. This con- 
dltlon lays Ihn workers open to rheum- 
si Ism and heart dLMe.-\NO. Thh bosses 
uro supposod to supply the 'Workers 
with wooden shoes, but never do. 

Dsnoerous to Health. 

The locnucrers nsn various paints 
and potsouous liquids, spray of which 
Is inhaled by tho workers, in the 
lacquer dopartment most of the young 
workers, are rmployed. They Ruffer 
frotn the same diseases as tho paint- j 
ers and more besides. Aeeonllng to 
the statistics of^ho health departmeni 
of tho painters' union llm mstlmum 
Hfe of J>alnler Is from .10 to .16 years. 
This Is nl.'io true of tho lacqnorors. 

The fltlers’ helpers also work under 
Indosrrlhahlo ronrlltlnns of henilh. The 
mter works under a merlwinlr. }lo Is 
fofeerl to do tinrd, physlrul labor nl n 
low w.ige. The boss, on many ocra- 
sions, use the tillers' helpers to do 
the work of a merhanic at the same 
wage he a-ould receive ns a helper. 
This nndermlnes the condition of the 
msi-hanlc and the helper. 

The average wage of a young work- 
•f In the chandelier Irnde rhnaes from 
lf> to 116 per w. ek. Only after work- 
ing three ye.sfs lyj the trmle Is n young 
Worker aide to unke $16 per' week. 
-Musi of Itio shops are small and are 
situated In flretraps. KIres may break 
out In the lacquering dep.srlmenls due 
to the use of Inflammahlo materials. 
This endangers the life of .ill workers 
In the shop. The young worker has 
to work 4.S or r»u hours a week, with 
hnlf an hour for lunch. No tlm« is 
allowed for" washing uj* 

Now a hat can he done to Improve 
the horrible condlHons under which 
the young worker.^ are forced to work. 
IVo conrlnced ourselves more than 
once that tho only way we could rem- 
rdv our sit uni Ion Is when all the 
Workers will come together and or- 
ganize, so ns to ilr.il with the Imeses 
In sn orRanlEed manner, and hot In- 
»’lvidu,iliy AS It was 111! now. When 
s-e will net ns n closely milled body, 
the hi.«s will h.ire to yield lo our de- 
tii.mds for more w.ipe.*, shorter work- 
in* day and Improred sanitary condi- 
tion*.

We have only a half hour for 
lunch. Tho sanitary conditions 
arc abominable. In the depart- 
ments here they work out the 
ravv material and where they 
paint the leather, you have to 
put on a gas mask to keep the 
sickening stench away. There 
the workers work under the 
most unsanitary conditions. For 
ten hours a day tho workers 
stand in the damp and <iirt and 
tilth, without a bit of ventila- 
tion, without a bit of fresh air. 
If you look at the emaciated 
faces of these workers, you can 
sec that every one carries a di- 
ploma for consumption. 

Organize and FighL 

These are only a few facts 
ns to the conditions which the 
workers are forced to endure. 
How long are we workers going 
to keep quiet? Join together, 
and org^iize into a strong un- 
ion which shall be able to pro- 
tect our IntereDts.
